As  trained  nurserymen,  it  is  our  policy  to  store  stock  as  any  nurseryman 
would,  do  with  his  own  seed.  All  items  requiring  immediate  stratification  are 
properly  stratified  in  Peat  Moss,  and  will  reach  you  in  the  same  condition  as  if 
treated  by  yourself. 

For  the  good  of  horticulture  we  invite  your  suggestions  for  additions  and 
improvements  in  this  list  and  in  our  seed  service  in  general. 

We  shall  appreciate  professional  and  amateur  gardeners  collecting  and 
offering  to  us,  rare  seed  items  of  trees,  shrubs  and  herbaceous  perennials  to  which 
they  have  access.
